The Indiana Department of Environmental Management (IDEM) under a cooperative 
agreement with the U.S. EPA, investigated this site as a Pre-CERCLIS Screening to determine 
whether the site warrants further investigation under the Comprehensive Environmental 
Response, Compensation, and Liability Act (CERCLA, a.k.a. Superfund). This site was included 
on a list of alleged lead smelting sites that had not previously been investigated. PB Company 
was listed as a facility that reclaimed lead from batteries. 

PB Company was not listed with a street address IDEM staff could not determine the 
location of the former facility. Numerous historical industrial directories, as well as Sanbom 
maps, were consulted without finding any reference to the site. Thus, no sampling was conducted 
for the PB Company site. 

IDEM does not intend to cont8inue to investigate PB Company, Fort Wayne, Indiana 
unless more specific location information is received. IDEM recommends that PB Company not 
be entered into CERCLIS.
